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Legislative Changes to ECEAP 
The Legislature completed its session in the early morning hours of April 13. The state 
budget has been sent to the Governor for review and signature. For the coming year: 

 The budget reduces ECEAP by 29 slots statewide. DEL ECEAP staff are 
planning for this with our agency leadership and the ECEAP Steering Committee.  

 Beginning with the 2010-11 school year, children with school district IEPs are 
eligible for ECEAP without impacting your over-income allowance. You still 
determine how to prioritize the eligible children in your service area. You may still 
blend children with ECEAP funding and separate special education funding in the 
same class, if you choose. 

 The state will pilot a 12-month authorization period for child care subsidy for 
families with a child in ECEAP, Head Start or Early Head Start. Families must still 
report major changes. Check future editions of ECEAP Reminders and Links for 
a link to the proposed subsidy rules. 
 

DECA Materials 
DEL has ordered your e-DECA 2.0 license and per child uses for next school year. If 
you requested For Now and Forever parent guides, they will arrive by mail from Kaplan 
soon.  
 
On April 22, Susan Damico from Devereux e-mailed the e-DECA administrator that you 
listed in your March DECA survey. Please check that the correct person in your agency 
received this e-mail and respond if you have questions or want to change your e-DECA 
administrator. Susan will send this person a new log on ID and password during the first 
week of July. She will also provide ongoing support for e-DECA 2.0. Contact her also if 
you want to order e-DECA for non-ECEAP children. She is at sdamico@devereux.org.  
 
We are planning a webinar in the fall to orient DECA users to the new e-DECA 2.0. You 
can see a demo video now at https://www.e-deca2.org/.

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Service Area Agreements – Due May 30 
Service area agreements with neighboring Head Start and ECEAP programs must be 
updated, signed, and sent to DEL by May 30. Agreements are required when service 
areas adjoin or overlap and there is potential for recruitment of the same families. The 
purpose of service area agreements is to ensure that agencies cooperate to fill all 
ECEAP and Head Start classrooms and serve the children most in need in each 
community. These agreements must include: 

 A plan for cooperative assessment of community needs and strengths. 

 Enrollment and service area boundaries for each contractor. 

 A process of referral of families between agencies. 

 Joint staff and parent training opportunities, if applicable. 

 Commitment to communication and problem resolution. 
 

Teacher Qualification Updates – Due June 30 
DEL is updating our database of ECEAP lead teacher qualifications. Many directors 
received a packet of updated forms at the April Directors Meeting. The packets included 
forms to complete staff qualification information that DEL is missing or to describe 
progress for teachers who have professional development plans (PDPs). DEL reports 
lead teacher qualifications to the Joint Legislative Audit and Review Committee 
(JLARC) and the Office of Financial Management. Thank you for helping us report 
accurate data.  
 
New Financial Disclosure Certification – Due June 30 
The new DEL ECEAP fiscal review process includes a financial certification disclosure 
form that you complete annually. It is a checklist of financial requirements from the 
ECEAP Contract, signed by your financial manager and director. Download the form at 
www.del.wa.gov/publications/eceap/docs/FinancialDisclosure.doc.
